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Senate Boosts 
Federal Tax Bill 
By $650 Million

The 
Senate has ended its annual tax 
fight by voting to increase reve­ 
nues rather than cut them as it 
did a year ago. 
The tax bill, passed ftt 0 Mon­ 
day night, not only extended pres­ 
ent rates on corporation income I 
and excise lawes yielding 41 bil­ 
lion dollars, but added on an esti­ 
mated 650 million of additional 
revenues. 
President Risen bower had asked 
extension of present taxes for an­ 
other year. 


A worsening international situa­ 
tion combined with recent Senate 
votes to increase money for de* 
fense, health research, education 
and federal pay led the Senate to 
swell 
the Treasury’s income in 
the bill.

was 
added 
through adoption of three of a se­ 
ries of what their sponsors called 
loophole-closing 
amendments 
ad­ 
vocated by Democrats seeking to 
avoid a tag of fiscal irresponsi­ 
bility for their party

Eastern Lines 
Pilots Ending 


Illegal Strike 


M IA M I, Fla. (A P I— Eastern Air 
Linos 
pilots 
were 
returning 
to 
work today, under pressure from 
their union and the courts to end 
s 
crippling, 
10-day-old 
wildcat 
strike. 
A National Airlines strike set 
for tonight was averted when the 
union agreed to resume contract 
with a federal mediator sitting in. 
A wave of sick reports by pilots 
continued to hamper operations of 
Pan American World Airways. 
Eastern said 35 of its Miami 
pilots telephoned for flight orders 
Monday night. The line said the 
break ‘‘sounds very encouraging.” 
Eastern's flights out of Miami 
dwindled from a normal 55 daily 
to none when pilots struck at mid­ 
night June 10 in protest to feder­ 
al flight check inspectors' sitting 
in third-pilot seats. Two to seven 
flights took off from Miami in the 
past three days. A federal judge 
ordered all pilots back to work, 
but Eastern's dispatchers couldn’t 
reach most of the fliers to give 
them assignments.

Air 
Line 
Pilots 
Assn. 
(A L P A ), 
which said 
it 
had not 
sanctioned 
the 
walkoff, 
ordered 
pilots back to Eastern cockpits 
Monday saying "anarchy is not 
the answer” to the pilots’ trou­ 
bles. A U.S Appeals Court Judge 
in New Orleans turned the A LPA 
down on a request to stay a M i­ 
ami back-to-work injunction. 
The first flights left for Boston, 
New York, Washington, Newark, 
Cleveland, 
Detroit, 
Indianapolis 
and Chicago. 
A L P A officials in 
Miami 
dis­ 
cussed the possibility of a 
Pan 
American strike but announced no 
action. Some overseas flights of 
Pan Am were canceled in the ris­ 
ing tide of sick reports from pilots 
who also object to federal inspec­ 
tors riding in third-pilot seats. A 
federal judge in Chicago ordered 
the fliers back to duty.

752 million a year. 
Last year the Senate voted to 
repeal

annually. 
By Sen. Albert Gore (D Tenn), 
to provide that the percentage de­ 
pletion allowance may apply only 
to the raw mineral value and not 
the finished product. This would 
cut off a present 50-million Treas­ 
ury loss. The potential cost of this 
loophole has 
been estimated 
at 
600 million annually if the Su­ 
preme Court upholds lower court 
decisions 
and 
more 
businesses 
take advantage of the rulings. 
Defeated were amendments to 
boost revenue by putting in an 
income tax withholding system on 
dividends and interest, to cut the 
oil and Ras depletion allowance, 
and to prevent the use of capital 
gains tax treatment for depreci­ 
able property.

"mescal buttons.” 
The buttons, officers explained, are 
cut from the tops of mescal cac­ 
tus, a small thornless plant found 
in the southwest and in Mexico, 
which is the source of the drug.

Favasuli 
said 
about 100 additional mescal but­ 
tons were found in a footlocker in 
Cole's quarters. They were in the 
original box in which they had 
been shipped from Texas. 
Officers said the shoe box also 
contained a copy of "The Beats,” 
which features a story on the drug 
(peyote) and its use. 
Protesting his innocence at to­ 
day’s hearing, Cole said posses­ 
sion of the drug was not illegal. 
" I t ’s in print in that book (The 
Beats),” he asserted, "and it’s le­ 
gal, That’s what I ’m going by— 
by the book.”

Warren 
said that while these 
procedures are very desirable 
in 
some situations they are not con­ 
stitutionally required in proceed­ 
ings before the Civil Rights Com 
mission.

were 
transformed 
into 
trial-like 
pro­ 
ceedings, 
and 
if 
persons 
who 
might be indirectly affected by an 


investigation were given an abso­ 
lute nght to cross examine every 
witness called to testify. 
Justice Douglas said in a dis­ 
senting opinion in which Justice 
Black concurred, that “ the cause 
which the majority opinion serves, 
is, on the surface, one which a 
person dedicated to constitutional 
principles could not question ” 
But, Douglas said, “ worthy as 
I think the ends are which the 
Civil Rights Commission advances 
in these cases, I think the particu­ 
lar means used are unconslitution 
a1.” 
Douglas said the nght to know 
the claims asserted against one 
and to contest them — to be heard 
—to conduct a cross-examination 
were implicit to a full and fair 
hearing before an administrative 
agency.
